The senato r made his remarks at a 
speech here at Fairmo unt Temple. 
The lo nger Co ngress waits, the 
harder it is go ing to be to pass refo rm 
legislatio n, Weicker said.

abuses 
highlighted by the Watergate affair 
persist. 
“ The 
co untry knew 
during 
the 
Watergate hearings that the FBI, CIA 
and IRS had o v erstepped their 
bo unds,” he said, “ but many o f the

transpired since Watergate.” 
He urged Co ngress to take quick 
actio n against inv asio n o f priv acy . 
“ There is no natio nal security in 
America witho ut indiv idual security ,” 
he said.

“ We go t it,” an ex cited and co nfident 
Ned Harden to ld the thro ng o f Pump­ 
kin Sho w v isito rs cro wded aro und the 
big squash. 
Ho wev er, cries o f fo ul stemming 
fro m a co ntro v ersy ev o lv ing aro und 
the generic definitio n o f a pumpkin 
were v o iced fro m the challengers, Half 
Mo o n Bay , Calif. The Wo rld Series was 
co nducted by means o f a special ho o k­ 
up dev ised by General Telepho ne Co . 
especially fo r the co ntest. 
The entry fro m the self-pro claimed 
Pumpkin Capital o f Califo rnia was a 
Big Max pumpkin weighing 27 23i 
po unds. And the co ntro v ersy co ntinued 
when lo cal o fficials claimed the Big 
Max was really a squash, to o . 
Any way , Harden’s “ we go t it” was 
go o d eno ugh fo r the Pumpkin Sho w 
o fficials. “ Let them pro v e different,” 
he said. “ We definitely hav e the 
biggest.” 
The Wo rld Series was shro uded in 
co ntro v ersy in the first y ear when 
Ralph Dreisbach’s huge squash easily 
o utdistanced a Half Mo o n Bay pump­ 
kin gro wn by To m Menaidis, the so n o f 
this y ear’s to p co ntestant, J o hn 


Menaidis. 
Califo rnia o fficials, at that time, 
claimed that o nly pumpkins sho uld be 
entered in the Wo rld Series o f the same 
name. 
But, Pumpkin Sho w o fficials say a 
pumpkin hasn’t been entered in the 
largest co ntest o f the lo cal sho w since 
196 3, when a Kathry n Dunkle pumpkin 
weighing 135 po unds wo n 
special 
mentio n in a separate catego ry 
designed especially fo r the fruit. 
At any rate, Half Mo o n Bay o fficially 
pro tested results o f y esterday ’s 
co ntest, say ing they want a neutral 
ho rticulturist to make the final 
judgment. 
Pumpkin Sho w v ice-president Ned 
Harden, ho wev er, say s he already has 
a ruling. After last y ear’s co ntest, he 
determined fro m the Ohio State 
Univ ersity that the Big Max v ariety 
was in truth a squash because o f its 
size and stem structure. 
Half Mo o n Bay o fficials are basing 
their pro test o n, o f all things, a Burpee 
Co . seed catalo gue, which apparently 
terms the Big Max strain a pump­ 
kin. 
Ho wev er, 
Geo rge 
Hamrick, 
Pickaway 
Co unty 
Agricultural 
Ex tensio n Agent, claims the difference 
o f o pinio n is based o n which seed 
catalo gue o ne reads. Other co mpanies 
apparently list the Big Max as a 
squash. 


And there’s 
really no t that much 
difference between a pumpkin and a 
squash any way , o fficials say . 
Mark Co o n, gro wer o f the apparent 
winner, claims that if there is a dif­ 
ference, it lies in the stem area. Pump 
kins traditio nally hav e hard stems, 
while squash gro w with so fter stems. 
And, 
acco rding 
to 
Co o n 
who 
specializes in cro ss-breeding different 
v arieties o f squash to o btain the 
largest po ssible, a pure Big Max 
co uldn’t gro w as big as the Half Mo o n 
Bay entry . He feels it must be part 
squash to hav e gro wn to 27 2 po unds.

Q uestioned PS Entry Wins 
W orld Series O f Pum pkins

Mark Coon’s 378-pound Hungarian 
Gray squash was declared the 
champion in the second annual World 
Series of Pumpkins Wednesday, at 
least according to local officials. 
“We got it,” an excited and confident 
Ned Harden told the throng of Pump­ 
kin Show visitors crowded around the 
big squash. 
However, cries of foul stemming 
from a controversy evolving around 
the generic definition of a pumpkin 
were voiced from the challengers, Half 
Moon Bay, Calif. The World Series was 
conducted by means of a special hook­ 
up devised by General Telephone Co. 
especially for the contest. 
The entry from the self-proclaimed 
Pumpkin Capital of California was a 
Big Max pumpkin weighing 272^4 
pounds. And the controversy continued 
when local officials claimed the Big 
Max was really a squash, too. 
Anyway, Harden’s “we got it” was 
good enough for the Pumpkin Show 
officials. “Let them prove different,” 
he said. “We definitely have the 
biggest.” 
The World Series was shrouded in 
controversy in the first year when 
Ralph Dreisbach’s huge squash easily 
outdistanced a Half Moon Bay pump­ 
kin grown by Tom Menaidis, the son of 
this y ear’s top contestant, John 


Menaidis. 
California officials, at that time, 
claimed that only pumpkins should be 
entered in the World Series of the same 
name. 
But, Pumpkin Show officials say a 
pumpkin hasn’t been entered in the 
largest contest of the local show since 
1963, when a Kathryn Dunkle pumpkin 
weighing 135 pounds won special 
mention in a separate category 
designed especially for the fruit. 
At any rate, Half Moon Bay officially 
protested results of yesterday’s 
contest, saying they want a neutral 
horticulturist to make the final 
judgment. 
Pumpkin Show vice-president Ned 
Harden, however, says he already has 
a ruling. After last year’s contest, he 
determined from the Ohio State 
University that the Big Max variety 
was in truth a squash because of its 
size and stem structure. 
Half Moon Bay officials are basing 
their protest on, of all things, a Burpee 
Co. seed catalogue, which apparently 
terms the Big Max strain a pump­ 
kin. 
However, 
George 
Hamrick, 
Pickaway 
County 
Agricultural 
Extension Agent, claims the difference 
of opinion is based on which seed 
catalogue one reads. Other companies 
apparently list the Big Max as a 
squash. 


And there’s really not that much 
difference between a pumpkin and a 
squash anyway, officials say. 
Mark Coon, grower of the apparent 
winner, claims that if there is a dif­ 
ference, it lies in the stem area. Pump­ 
kins traditionally have hard stems, 
while squash grow with softer stems. 
And, according to Coon 
who 
specializes in cross-breeding different 
varieties of squash to obtain the 
largest possible, a pure Big Max 
couldn’t grow as big as the Half Moon 
Bay entry. He feels it must be part 
squash to have grown to 272 pounds. 
Present at the World Series on the 
local end were Harden and Mayor 
Frank Barnhill, representing 
PS, 
Inc.; judges Richard Penn and 
Hamrick; Red Wilson, department 
head of the display; and Clarence 
Radcliffe, chief pumpkin certifier. 
Half Moon Bay was represented by a 
host of folk including Mayor Lloyd 
Cardoni; form er m ayor and co­ 
instigator of the original contest, Mel 
Mello; city manager Fred Mortensen; 
Miss Half Moon Bay Rhonda Schmidt; 
chairman of the Half Moon Bay Main 
St. Committee, Mrs. Eugene Mullin; 
chairman of the Art and Pumpkin 
Festival, Mrs. Paul Bettencourt; and 
judges H. R. Sciaroni of the University 
of California and Claude Bridges, 
agriculture commissioner for San 
Mateo County.

Hartford police. But he said Wed­ 
nesday that as a general practice the 
Secret Service would not direct or 
allow a presidential motorcade to 
drive through an unblocked crossroad 
without clearly having the right of 
way. 
Veteran White House reporters 
could not recall any episode in recent 
years in which major intersections 
were not sealed off ahead of the 
motorcade’s arrival — even if taking 
that precaution caused delay. 
In one recent case, for example, 
Ford’s motorcade pulled to a standstill 
for several minutes outside a Chicago 
airport while police finished clearing 
regular traffic from the freeway 
ahead. 
Lynch refused to discuss any of the 
Secret Service’s logistical planning for 
the Hartford trip. But his repeated 
referrals to the police there seemed to 
suggest he thought they — if anyone — 
bore the brunt of responsibility. 
And a Hartford police spokesman 
conceded, “We just goofed. We didn’t 
have enough guys out.” 
Police used stationary patrolmen to 
control a few intersections, but left 
others for leapfrogging motorcycle 
officers to clear. 
Because it helps circumvent man­ 
power problems, many cities use the 
leapfrog method for motorcade con­ 
trol. Police officials have mixed en­ 
thusiasm about the method. It works 
with just a few officers, usually 
motorcyclists, who stop traffic at one 
intersection, wait for the motorcade to 
pass, then drive at breakneck speed to 
get ahead again and clear another 
intersection. 
“We’ve used it successfully in the 
past,” said Hartford police spokesman 
Gordon Damon. “This time, we just 
underestimated the number of men it 
would take and we missed some” 
intersections because the motor­ 
cyclists couldn’t catch up in time.

and warming in winter. Undergro u nd 
transpo rtatio n will nev er be u pset by 
rain 
o r 
sno w. 
Ro u nd-the-clo ck 
wo rkshifts wo u ld be easy to set u p, 
becau se the difference between day 
and night wo u ld go u nno ticed.” 
The gro u nd abo v e the su b-cities 
wo u ld be dev o ted in part to park land 
fo r recreatio n, and in part to farming 
o r grazing. We, the elders, will be in 
the po sitio n o f liv ing and wo rking in 
clo se co nfinement, witho u t natu re — 
and besto wing the fresh air, su nshine 
and grass u po n children and cattle. 
Fo r v acatio ns, the wealthy may go to 
the ju ngles fo r a whiff o f fresh air; 


ju ngles, hav ing lo st the bu lk o f their 
predacto rs, will hav e beco me reso rt* 
areas. The A ntarctic and Arctic 
co astlines will also o ffer priv acy . 


Asimo v has fo reseen the dangers o f 
air po llu tio n and predicted that in the 
y ear 2000 there will be a ban o n 
po llu tant v ehicles and smo king o f any 
kind in the o pen air; there will be 
“smo kato riu ms” belo w gro u nd fo r 
co mmu nal inhaling. Priv ate planes 
will necessarily be abo lished. Bu t men 
may skim o v er pastu res with small 
mo to rs mo u nted o n their backs. This 
will be practical fo r bu sinessmen who 
mu st co mmu te fro m u ndergro u nd city 
to u ndergro u nd su bu rb.

When you can’t 
make a fortune, you want some seer to 
make a fortune up for you. 
Thus it happened that, at a costume 
party, a palm-reader advised me that 
my life line indicates “you’ll live to be 
at least 79.” 
Amazing. And so far, I must admit, 
she’s been absolutely correct. 
In spite of her deadly accuracy in 
this m atter, however, I do not believe 
in palmistry, any more than I trust tea 
leaves, crystal balls, tarot cards or 
Ouija boards. P articularly Ouija 
boards. When a Ouija predicts you’ll 
marry a man named Z-H-A-H-I-D, and 
you wait around for an oil baron who 
never shows, you lose faith. 
The palmist must have observed the 
skepticism beneath my Bugs Bunny 
mask because she added: “But you do 
not believe.

“That’s for me to know and you to 
find out, but I will tell you this much. 
Every little squiggle has a meaning all 
its own.” 
She was putting me on. Or ripping 
me off. As I rose briskly, prepared to 
cross her palm with copper, the 
woman cries, “Wait. Don’t you want 
me to tell you your character, which is 
written in your hand?” 
I slunk into my chair and handed 
back my hand. “Sure,” I said. “What 
are my character traits?”

The tendency today is to send the 
elderly people out to pasture. By the 
year 2000, there won’t be any pastures 
to be sent to. As at least one science 
writer — Isaac Asimov — sees it, 
many of America’s citizens will be 
working well below the surface of the 
earth. Whole cities necessarily will be 
located underground, since there will 
be little surface room to move around 
on. And the aerial pathways will be 
overloaded with transport vehicles. 
For the 
claustrophobic, 
Asimov 


conceded, underground living will be 
heU. 
“ But people will come to see the 
advantages: 
underground 
tem ­ 
perature changes are minor, creating 
fewer problems of cooling in summer 
and warming in winter. Underground 
transportation will never be upset by 
rain 
or 
snow. 
Round-the-clock 
workshifts would be easy to set up, 
because the difference between day 
and night would go unnoticed.” 
The ground above the sub-cities 
would be devoted in part to park land 
for recreation, and in part to farming 
or grazing. We, the elders, will be in 
the position of living and working in 
close confinement, without nature — 
and bestowing the fresh air, sunshine 
and grass upon children and cattle. 
For vacations, the wealthy may go to 
the jungles for a whiff of fresh air; 


jungles, having lost the bulk of their 
p red ato rs, will have become resort* 
areas. The A ntarctic and Arctic 
coastlines will also offer privacy. 


Asimov has foreseen the dangers of 
air pollution and predicted that in the 
year 2000 there will be a ban on 
pollutant vehicles and smoking of any 
kind in the open air; there will be 
“smokatoriums” below ground for 
communal inhaling. Private planes 
will necessarily be abolished. But men 
may skim over pastures with small 
motors mounted on their backs. This 
will be practical for businessmen who 
must commute from underground city 
to underground suburb. 


If Asimov’s predictions make you 
feel like crawling under a rock, take 
h e a rt.. . you’re 25 years ahead of your 
time!

NEW YORK (AP) - Some highly 
regarded authorities on municipal 
bonds believe a financial default by 
New York City isn’t likely to have 
further serious impact on the already 
inflated borrowing costs of other cities. 
Their reason for the relatively op­ 
timistic view, if that is what it may be 
called, is based primarily on the 
assumption that so much damage to 
confidence already has occurred that a 
default could hardly make it worse. 
Borrowing through the issuance of 
bonds has been made literally im­ 
possible for many local and state 
governments and their agencies. Even 
those with the highest ratings are 
forced to pay record high rates. 
“What do you mean ripple effect,’” 
said a Kansas City dealer about the 
widespread loss of confidence and 
resulting higher borrowing costs. “It’s 
been a tidal wave here.” Some dealers 
believe it can’t get worse. 
“I don’t think that in or out of New 
York 
m unicipal 
bonds 
will 
be 
discounted much m ore,” said Siesel E. 
Canady Jr., of John Nuveen & Co., a 77- 
year-old house that specializes in tax- 
exempt municipal bonds. 
“An actual aetauu 
wlu 
u t 
nu 
catastrophe,” he said. “There will be 
an initial drop in the market for cer­ 
tain, but a rebound will follow and in a 
few weeks the m arket will be came to 
where it was before.” 
Canady 
doesn’t 
elim inate 
the 
possibility of damage to confidence 
that might take years to overcome. 
Nor does he ignore that chance that 
“social and other problems might fol­ 
low in New York City.” But he does 
feel the impact on the structure of the 
m arket, and trading, will be relatively 
slight. 
A return to existing 
conditions 
however can hardly be construed as 
completely encouraging, because the 
market today is so badly depressed. 
Roughly $20 billion has been erased 
from the value of municipal securities 
in just one year. 
The Standard & Poor’s municipal 
bond index shows average borrowing

costs now are at 7.32 per cent, after 
reaching an all-time high of 7.40 a 
week ago. A year ago the index was 
about 6.6 per cent. 
Dow Jones showed municipal bonds 
yielding investors 7.63 per cent last 
week, more than a full percentage 
point over rates of just one year ago. 
“The market is in a psychic panic,” 
said Brenton Harries, president of 
S tandard & Poor’s Corp., which 
assigns credit ratings to about 95 per 
cent of the more than $200 billion worth 
of municipal bonds outstanding. 
Potential investors 
in municipal 
securities, he said, 
have 
reacted 
“totally out of proportion to the risk.” 
In other words, he indicated, the worst 
might already have been taken into ac­ 
count.

mosquitoes from taking a nip or, in 
fact, staying in the immediate neigh­ 
borhood.

When one has had an unpleasant

m unization) 
can

The 
technique is a complicated one and 
should be done by an allergist who has 
a special knowledge about the com­ 
plexities of this desensitization 
process. 
Dr. Howard G. Rappaport, of the 
Albert Einstein College of Medicine, 
makes some important suggestions 
about how to avoid reactions to stings 
and, particularly, how to treat them if 
you are stung. 
He suggests: Sensitive people should 
learn to recognize and distinguish the 
ch aracteristics of hornets, yellow 
jackets, bees and wasps. 
People who are allergic to insect 
venom should keep away from flowers 
and not use scented preparations 
outdoors. 
Dr. Rappaport says, “If you are 
stung, you should have epinephrine 
availalbe for immediate injection plus 
a rapid-acting antihistamine. (This 
should be prescribed by a doctor.) 
“If stung, remove the sting, which 
looks 
like 
a 
small 
splinter. 
To 
minimize the spread of the venom, 
apply ice to the skin.” 
Whenever possible, highly allergic 
people should immediately go to the 
nearest hospital when stung. 
It is wise to keep in your wallet some 
notation of your hypersensitivity to 
insect venom. Many people wear or 
carry a medallion noting their special 
sensitivity.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Clifford 
G. Chase II, convicted of killing his 
mother, 
father and 
brother, 
was 
sentenced 15 years to life Wednesday 
by Franklin County Common Pleas 
Judge George Tyack. 
Chase, 30, was handed the sentence 
for the murder of his father, Robert, 
44, an 
instructor of preventive 
medicine at Ohio State University. 
Tyack also sentenced him to five to 
25 years each for the slaying of the 
mother, Joan, 42, a child psychologist, 
and the brother, Robert W., 17. All of 
the sentences are to run concurrently. 
Defense attorney Curtis Gantz said 
he will appeal convictions and file 
motions for a new trial as well as 
acquittal. Tyack said how long Chase 
remains in prison will be up to the 
Adult Parole Authority. 


It created a perm anent Joint 
Committee on Agency Rule Review 
and required all state agencies to file 
their rules with the committee.

rule changes who are required to be 
present at hearings on said changes,“ 
the governor said. 
Rhodes 
also argued 
that 
the 
legislature might not understand some 
highly-technical administrative rules 
drawn by specialists. 
The governor said if the legislature 
feels strongly enough about any 
particular rule, it has the power now to 
pass a law correcting the rule. It also 
can legislate guidelines for rules which 
the agencies must follow, he said. 
Rhodes said either of those alter­ 
natives is preferable to the 
bill 
because they “ do not violate the 
fundamental principle of separation of 
powers.”

It created a permanent Joint 
Committee on Agency Rule Review 
and required all state agencies to file 
their rules with the committee. 
If eight of the 14 committee mem­ 
bers disagreed with the rule, they 
could propose a legislative resolution 
to change or repeal it. The resolution 
would have to be acted upon by the full 
General Assembly to be effective. 
“ The General Assembly has at­ 
tempted in this legislation to place 
itself in the position of exerting 
legislative review over the executive 
branch of government,” Rhodes said 
in his veto message. 
“ The passage of (the bill) would 
subject all persons interested in the 
adoption or amendment of a rule to not 
one, but two complete hearing proce­ 
dures. 
“ Such 
a 
duplication 
of 
re­ 


sponsibilities is not only unfair to 
every agency, commission, depart­ 
ment and board of this state, but also 
unfair to those citizens interested in 
rule changes who are required to be 
present at hearings on said changes,” 
the governor said. 
Rhodes also argued that 
the 
legislature might not understand some 
highly-technical administrative rules 
drawn by specialists. 
The governor said if the legislature 
feels strongly enough about any 
particular rule, it has the power now to 
pass a law correcting the rule. It also 
can legislate guidelines for rules which 
the agencies must foUow, he said. 
Rhodes said either of those alter­ 
natives is preferable to the 
bill 
because they “ do not violate the 
fundamental principle of separation of 
powers.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Officials of 
the Armco Steel Corp. are predicting 
soaring costs and possible layoffs 
because of the expected natural gas 
shortage this winter in Ohio. 


Armco, which has its headquarters 
m Ohio, said Wednesday that costs at 
its Middletown plant will increase by 
$7 million this year. The plant employs 
7,000 persons, 300 of whom have been 
laid off because of the recession. 


Armco, the nation's fifth largest 
steel producers, and other steel cor­ 
porations are lobbying here for 
passage of laws that would deregulate 
the price of natural gas. 


Company officials said that because 
of gas shortages, the Middletown plant 
will have to convert in part to oil. They 
said that more than 40 million cubic 
feet of natural gas will have to be 
replaced by 260,000 gallons of fuel oil 
each day. 
Gerald R. Curtis, Armco director of 
engineering services, said the in­ 
creased cost of fuel oil, “ over and 
above the cost we would pay if natural 
gas were available, is about $46,000 a 
day.”

laws or outlaw the sale of firearms to 
our citizens. 
Shoemaker stated, “ Gun control has 
once again been brought to the 
forefront of national attention due to 
the two attempts on the life of 
President Ford. I do not believe that 
we should let ourselves be rushed into 
such controversial, far-reaching 
legislation as gun control. It seems the 
very mention of “ gun control” 
precludes cool, analytical thinking, 
and legislation drafted in such an 
emotion-packed time in our history 
does not bode well for the best interests 
of either the state or its citizens.” 
In voicing his opposition to the 
registration and sale of firearms, Rep. 
Shoemaker stated, “ Many of the 
proposals in this field have included 
such schemes as fingerprinting and 
photographing of firearm registrants. 
1 feel that such a program would 
constitute a serious invasion of privacy 
and a threat to individual freedom.” 
Rep. Shoemaker also pointed out that 
in view of the fourth amendment 
guarantee of the right to bear arms, 
the constitutionality of a com­ 
prehensive 
firearms 
sale 
and 
registration law could be seriously 
questioned. 
Rep. Shoemaker also stated that he 
was not opposed to all forms of gun 
control. The Representative noted that 
the 107th General 
Assembly had 
passed a bill strictly controlling the 
sale and ownership 
of sawed-off 
shotguns without a dissenting vote in 
either House. 
Rep. Shoemaker referred to the 
admitted mishandling by law en­ 
forcement agencies in the case of the 
recent attempt on the life of the 
President by Mrs. Moore, and voiced 
his support for legislation designed to 
keep guns out of the hands of convicted 
felons, drug addicts, alcoholics, and 
those not mentally competent to 
exercise responsible ownership of 
firearms. While Am. Sub. H.B. No. 511, 
the new criminal code of Ohio, passed 
by the 109th General Assembly, set up 
new guidelines in this area, Rep. 
Shoemaker feels that even more 
stringent penalties for illegal use of 
firearms could be of benefit. 
Rep. Shoemaker concluded his 
remarks by stating that there were 
millions of law abiding, responsible 
owners of firearms in the United 
States, who use their guns for hunting 
and sport. He fears that these people 
would bear the burden imposed by sale 
and gun registration legislation, while 
those who intend to use their guns for 
illegal purposes would certainly not 
hesitate to disobey registration laws.

Myrl H. Shoemaker 
(D-House District No. 88) announced 
today that he was strongly opposed to 
Armco Sees 
Job Cuts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Officials of 
the Armco Steel Corp. are predicting 
soaring costs and possible layoffs 
because of the expected natural gas 
shortage this winter in Ohio. 
Armco, which has its headquarters 
in Ohio, said Wednesday that costs at 
its Middletown plant will increase by 
$7 million this year. The plant employs 
7,000 persons, 300 of whom have been 
laid off because of the recession. 


Armco, the nation’s fifth largest 
steel producers, and other steel cor­ 
porations are lobbying here for 
passage of laws that would deregulate 
the price of natural gas. 


Company officials said that because 
of gas shortages, the Middletown plant 
will have to convert in part to oil. They 
said that more than 40 million cubic 
feet of natural gas will have to be 
replaced by 260,000 gallons of fuel oil 
each day. 
Gerald R. Curtis, Armco director of 
engineering services, said the in­ 
creased cost of fuel oil, “over and 
above the cost we would pay if natural 
gas were available, is about $46,000 a 
day.”

any attempt to enact gun registration 
laws or outlaw the sale of firearms to 
our citizens. 
Shoemaker stated, “Gun control has 
once again been brought to the 
forefront of national attention due to 
the two attempts on the life of 
President Ford. I do not believe that 
we should let ourselves be rushed into 
such controversial, far-reaching 
legislation as gun control. It seems the 
very mention of ‘‘gun control” 
precludes cool, analytical thinking, 
and legislation drafted in such an 
emotion-packed time in our history 
does not bode well for the best interests 
of either the state or its citizens.” 
In voicing his opposition to the 
registration and sale of firearms, Rep. 
Shoemaker stated, “Many of the 
proposals in this field have included 
such schemes as fingerprinting and 
photographing of firearm registrants. 
I feel that such a program would 
constitute a serious invasion of privacy 
and a threat to individual freedom.” 
Rep. Shoemaker also pointed out that 
in view of the fourth amendment 
guarantee of the right to bear arms, 
the constitutionality of a com­ 
prehensive 
firearm s 
sale 
and 
registration law could be seriously 
questioned. 
Rep. Shoemaker also stated that he 
was not opposed to all forms of gun 
control. The Representative noted that 
the 107th General 
Assembly had 
passed a bill strictly controlling the 
sale and ownership 
of sawed-off 
shotguns without a dissenting vote in 
either House. 
Rep. Shoemaker referred to the 
admitted mishandling by law en­ 
forcement agencies in the case of the 
recent attempt on the life of the 
President by Mrs. Moore, and voiced 
his support for legislation designed to 
keep guns out of the hands of convicted 
felons, drug addicts, alcoholics, and 
those not mentally competent to 
exercise responsible ownership of 
firearms. While Am. Sub. H.B. No. 511, 
the new criminal code of Ohio, passed 
by the 109th General Assembly, set up 
new guidelines in this area, Rep. 
Shoemaker feels that even more 
stringent penalties for illegal use of 
firearms could be of benefit. 
Rep. Shoemaker concluded his 
remarks by stating that there were 
millions of law abiding, responsible 
owners of firearms in the United 
States, who use their guns for hunting 
and sport. He fears that these people 
would bear the burden imposed by sale 
and gun registration legislation, while 
those who intend to use their guns for 
illegal purposes would certainly not 
hesitate to disobey registration laws.

For 44 years the Bennett Family has 
had a fish fry stand in just about the 
same location on South Court Street 
during Pumpkin Show. 
Ed Bennett, now the head chef for 
the family stand, was just about six 
years old when his mother and father 
first came up 104 from Yellowbud to 
sell fish, hot dogs and hamburgers to 
Pumpkin Show visitors. 
Their first stand was within IO feet of 
their present location and through all 
the years their spot on the “midway” 
had not varied more than about IO feet. 
The Bennetts grossed $17 that first 
day, selling nickle hot dogs and IO cent 
fish and hamburgers. Now it is not 
unusual for the stand to gross over 
$1,000 on a good day. 
During the week at least a ton of 
ocean perch will be fried and eaten at 
the stand. 
Although they are well known for 
their fish the Bennetts do not follow the 
fair circuit. The only other fairs they 
take in are the Hocking County Fair 
and the Ohio State Fair. In addition 
they operate a restaurant in Kingston. 
Ed Bennett donates a great deal of 
his time frying fish for churches and 
charitable organizations. He does not 
accept pay for this and enjoys it just 
about as much as anything he does. 
When the Bennetts first started 
coming to the Pumpkin Show they 
rented a tent. Soon after it became the 
practice for Circleville Lumber to 
provide all the materials each year for 
the concessionaires who built their 
own booths right on location. 


At the end of the week on Saturday 
night an auctioneer would go from 
lK)oth to booth, selling it to the highest 
bidder. 
Sometime during the 1930s the 
Bennetts built their first portable

Electric Firms Have Bad Image 


Tougher G un 
Legislation 
G iven Push 


TOLEDO. Ohio <AP) — The Ohio 
House Judiciary Committee was told 
at a hearing here Wednesday state law 
should provide mandatory jail sen­ 
tences for persons using guns in the 
commission of violent crimes. 
Proponents and opponents of gun 
control agreed that said a law would 
have a deterrent effect. 
They 
testified during 
the 
com­ 
mittee’s second in a series of hearings 
being 
held 
around 
the 
state 
on 
proposed gun control legislation. 
Witnesses included representatives 
of gun collector clubs, gun dealers and 
conservation organizations, public 
officials, university professors and 
private citizens. 
Rep. Harry Lehman, D-16 Shaker 
Heights, 
committee 
chairm an, 
questioned most witnesses about their 
views on mandatory jail sentences and 
some spokesmen both for and against 
gun control measures said they 
favored such a provision. 
Municipal Judge Allen Andrews and 
domestic relations Judge Andy Devine 
both said the fear of a mandatory jail 
sentence could serve as a deterrent to 
crime in some cases, although it is not 
the whole solution. 
M arvin Adams, a private gun 
collector, also favored mandatory jail 
sentences under such circumstances, 
adding that the law’s enforcement 
should be directed at repeat offenders. 
Several witnesses, including city 
police and law department officials, 
urged that the cheap handgun known 
as 
a 
Saturday 
night 
special 
be 
outlawed as having no worthwhile 
value. 
John Burkhart, Toledo’s chief legal 
counsel, described Toledo’s handgun 
legislation, adopted in 1968, which 
requires a city identification card for a 
person possessing a handgun and 
requires the licensing of gun dealers. 
Burkhart said a major problem here 
is the ordinance applies only to Toledo 
and not the outlying areas. 


CO LUM BUS, Ohio (A P )~ Ohio 
electric companies lag behind other 
public utilities in a popularity poll of 
2,300 bill-paying consumers.

Tougher Gun 
Legislation

TOLEDO, Ohio (A P) — The Ohio 
House Judiciary Committee was told 
at a hearing here Wednesday state law 
should provide mandatory jail sen­ 
tences for persons using guns in the 
commission of violent crimes.

Witnesses included representatives 
of gun collector clubs, gun dealers and 
conservation organizations, public 
officials, university professors and 
private citizens. 
Rep. Harry Lehman, D-16 Shaker 
Heights, 
committee

questioned most witnesses about their 
views on mandatory jail sentences and 
some spokesmen both for and against 
gun control measures said they 
favored such a provision. 
Municipal Judge Allen Andrews and 
domestic relations Judge Andy Devine 
both said the fear of a mandatory jail 
sentence could serve as a deterrent to 
crime in some cases, although it is not 
the whole solution. 
M arvin Adams, a private gun 
collector, also favored mandatory jail 
sentences under such circumstances, 
adding that the law’s enforcement 
should be directed at repeat offenders. 
Several witnesses, including city 
police and law department officials,

Red Sox Edge Reds 
To Even Series

CINCINNATI (AP) — The magic of 
the Cincinnati Reds at Riverfront 
Stadium is nothing compared to the 
magic of Luis Tiant. 
The tricky Boston right-hander 
broke Cincinnati’s home field spell 
with some sleight of hand Wednesday 
night and made the Reds disappear in 
the fourth game of the World Series. 
Squirming out of more jams than a 
Houdini, Tiant tamed the Reds 5-4 with 
a 
rem arkably 
courageous 
per­ 
formance and led the buoyant Red Sox 
into a 2-2 tie in the best-of-seven Series. 
“The man has done the job all year 
long,” said Boston Manager Darrell 
Johnson, who will start Reggie 
Cleveland against Cincinnati’s Don 
Gullett in Game 5 tonight. “He was out 
there at the end tonight, and he did the 
job again.” 
The Reds have been almost im­ 
possible to beat at home this year. 
They had a 67-17 record before Wed­ 
nesday night’s game. At first, it looked 
like they were going to continue their 
dramatic domination at Riverfront 
against Tiant. 
Boston’s star pitcher, who had shut 
out Cincinnati at Fenway Park in the 
Series opener last Saturday, was 
obviously not himself with only three 
days’ rest. The Reds gave the roaring 
Riverfront fans a lift with two quick 
runs off the chunky right-hander in the 
first inning. 
“My breaking ball was not as good 
as it was in Boston,” Tiant, stroking 
his famous Fu Manchu mustache, told 
the press later: “I used my fastball 
more tonight. Also, the mound is 
higher here than in Fenway Park. That 
bothered my control. 
But the sudden Cincinnati thunder 
didn’t take the heart out of Tiant. If 
anything, he pitched with more heart 
as the pulsating game wore on. 
“After I settled down,” said Tiant, 
“I pitched more of my own game.” 
Down 2-0 in the first, Boston didn’t 
stay that way for long. The Sox routed 
Cincinnati lefthander Fred Norman 
with a five-run fourth —and suddenly 
the Red Sox and their ancient right­ 
hander had a 5-2 lead. 
Tiant was still struggling, though. In 
the Reds’ half of the fourth, he gave up 
two runs. And Fisk thought for a 
moment that Tiant would be driven to 
shelter. 
“I thought we lost him,” said the 
catcher. “He just wasn’t pitching a 
typical Luis Tiant game. He had better 
control in the opener at Fenway. His 
breaking ball just wasn’t working.” 
Johnson said, however, that he had 
no intention of taking his best pitcher 
out of the game. 
“Luis did seem to have a breakdown 
with the mound a couple of times,” 
Johnson said. “But it took a couple of 
hitters for him to straighten himself 
out and he was on his way again.” 
Magicially, Tiant worked out of the 
jam in the fourth. The right-hander 
also had nervous times in the fifth, 
gave up hits in the sixth and eighth and 
then found himself in big trouble in the 
ninth. 
Tiant gave up a leadoff single to 
Cesar Geronimo and then a sacrifice 
bunt to Ed Armbrister that moved the 
potential tying run into scoring 
position. 
Working with extreme care to the 
dangerous Pete Rose, Tiant walked 
him to put men on first and second with 
one out. Then Griffey hit one of Tiant’s 
pitches way back in center field and 
sleek Fred Lynn raced back to make a 
stunning catch over his head. 
“He didn’t get that good a jump on 
the ball, but I thought he would catch 
it,” right fielder Dwight Evans said of 
his teammate’s gorgeous catch. “He’s 
a great outfielder.”

CINCINNATI (AP) — Cincinnati’s 
Big Red Machine is suffering from a 
power shortage. 
“This is not the team I know,” 
lamented Joe Morgan after Luis Tiant 
short-circuited the National League 
champions Wednesday night for the 
second time, evening the World Series 
at 2-2, with a gutty 54 victory. 
The Reds, who romped to a 20-game 
victory margin in the NL West, then 
stormed past potent Pittsburgh in 
three straight playoff games, have an 
acute case of slumbering bats. 
Feared as one of baseball’s most 
awesome offenses in years, the Big 
Red Machine has lurched to a slow 
start, averaging a meek .212 against 
Boston in World Series play. 
“You have to attribute some of it to 
their pitching staff,” said Morgan. He 
may have meant Tiant, the balding 
battler who has taunted the Reds with 
his tantalizing assortment of slow, 
slow and slower stuff. 
“I didn’t think he would beat us,” 
said Morgan, whom Tiant coaxed into 
to a game-ending popup after the Reds 
mounted a ninth-inning threat, putting 
runners at second and first. 
“Even as the game went on I was 
waiting for us to explode. 
He’s 
something when he has to be,” said 
Morgan, who led the Reds during the 
regular season with a .323 mark but 
has only three hits in four games for a 
sickly .214 mark. 
“We made mistakes again and you 
can’t make mistakes against a good 
team,” said the fiesty all-star second 
baseman. 
“It was the best pitch I had all day,” 
said Morgan, after his game-ending 
out. “That’s the bad thing about it.” 
“I just didn’t think he could go the 
last five innings without giving up a 
run,” he added. 
The gloomiest of the Reds is slugger 
Tony Perez, the most prolific run 
producer in baseball over the past nine 
years, but a pathetic, slump-ridden 
figure in Series play. 
Perez is O-for-14, one of the worst 
slumps of his career. 
“I’m trying everything,” said Perez 
who has suddenly gone cold after 
batting .417 in the playoff sweep of 
Pittsburgh. 
“Louie’s got me on my toes. I can’t 
wait. I can’t stay back on the motion,” 
said the disconsolate Cuban, who 
added to his woes by bobbling a 
grounder that allowed a Boston run to 
score during a five-run bombardment 
in the fourth. 
How good was Tiant? 
Reds’ Manager Sparky Anderson 
wasted no words. “All I can say is that 
Luis is doing all the talking for him­ 


self.” 
The Reds had their chance in the 
ninth when Cesar Geromimo singled to 
open the inning. Ed Armbrister, the 
center of controvert the night before, 
moved him to second with a sacrifice 
bunt. After Pete Rose walked, Ken 
Griffey ripped a long drive to deep 
center.
